In  March  of  1995  a group  of  sixteen  Latin  IV  and  V students  travelled  to  Italy  tc 
immerse  themselves  in  the  culture  of  Ancient  Rome  and  the  paradise  of  Sorrento 
Lead  by  our  fearless  guide,  Brian  Dunn  (a.k.a.  Agricola  Dunn)  we  juniors  anc 
seniors  explored  the  many  classical  sites  of  Rome  for  seven  days  before  moving 
on  to  the  beauty  of  Sorrento  and  the  history  of  Pompeii.

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France 


In  October  1994,  fourteen  French  students  came  to  Belmont  and  into  ou 
welcoming  homes  for  two  weeks.  They  shared  many  American  customs  with  u: 
such  as  Halloween,  Harvard  Square,  and  Quincy  Market.  The  following  April  we 
visited  our  host  families  in  Aix-En-Provence,  in  the  south  of  France,  for  fourteer 
days.

We  left  Aix  and  took  the  TGV  to  Paris  fo 
three  fun-filled  days  of  tourism.  Time  was  not  wasted  in  doing  this.  We  rode  on  the 
bateau  mouche,  walked  down  the  Champs  Elysees,  and  saw  Le  Louvre,  La  Toui 
Eiffel,  La  Notre  Dame,  and  L'Arc  de  Triomphe.  The  trip  to  France  last  spring  was  c 
special  experience  that  each  individual  student  can  look  back  on  with  the  fond- 
est of  memories.

In  April  of  1995,  German  students  from  Belmont  High  School  had  the  unique  opportunity  to  travel  from  Belmont  to  Germany  witl 
a group  of  students  from  North  Andover  High  School.  Though  the  trip  lasted  only  two  and  a half  weeks,  the  memories  will  last  u 
long  into  senility.  We  took  full  advantage,  and  immersed  ourselves  in  the  German  language  as  we  took  in  the  beauty  of  the  ole 
world,  met  German  youths,  and  imbibed  the  culture  of  Germany  as  only  Belmont  students  can. 

The  trip  started  in  Munchen  (Munich),  the  capital  of  Bayern  (Bavaria).  In  Munich  there  was  much  to  see  in  the  way  of  art  anc 
culture.  We  saw  famous  museums  such  as  the  Munich  Museum  of  Modem  Art,  and  the  Pinakothek.  And  on  the  cultural  front,  w< 
stopped  to  gaze  at  the  Glockenspiel  whilst  on  our  way  to  the  many  brew  houses  and  cafes  which  lodged  the  local  culture. 

During  our  time  in  Munich,  we  took  three  side  trips.  On  the  first  cold  and  rainy/snowy  day  that  we  were  there,  we  went  tc 
Dachau;  the  first  concentration  camp  commissioned  by  the  Nazis.  The  pale  skies  set  the  mood  for  this  somber  place.  The  seconc 
place  we  went  was  to  the  castle  Neuschwannstein.  It  isn't  a wonder  that  Walt  Disney  modeled  Cinderella's  Castle  after  King 
Ludwig's  garrish  piece  of  pseudo-history  as  both  men  were  about  as  tasteless.  The  third  and  most  beautiful  place  that  we  went  wa 
to  Salzburg,  Austria:  home  of  Mozart,  the  Salzburg  Music  Festival,  over-priced  souvenirs,  and  many,  many  beautiful  buildings 

After  Munich,  we  headed  up  to  the  Rhine  and  to  Bonn  by  train  to  stay  with  our  host  families,  stopping  only  at  historic  Wurzburg  tc 
visit  more  beautiful  sites. 

Bonn,  the  seat  of  German  government  under  Helmut  Kohl,  was  perhaps  the  most  interesting  part  of  the  journey  for  many.  This  i: 
not  because  of  the  historical  or  cultural  significance  of  the  city;  aside  from  being  the  de  facto  capital  of  Germany,  (Berlin  is  the 
true  capital),  and  the  home  town  of  Beethoven,  Bonn  does  not  have  much.  What  held  our  interest  here  was  our  exposure  to  day  tc 
day  German  life  through  our  host  families.  We  came  back  from  this  trip  with  the  knowledge  that  even  though  Germans  drink  Coke 
and  wear  Levis,  and  eat  at  McDonalds,  Germany  is  still  a very  different  place  from  America,  and  a wonderful  place  too. 
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Travel  is  fatal  to  prejudice,  bigotry,  and 
narrowmindedness . . .

Madman  Shoko  Asahara,  leader 
of  the  Japanese  apocalyptic 
religious  cult,  Aum  Shinrikyo,  is 
arrested  on  May  16  and  charged 
with  the  Tokyo  subway  nerve-gas 
attack  that  left  12  people  dead 
and  injured  5,500  more  in  March. 


Fifty  years  after  the  end  of  World 
War  II,  Japan  remembers  those 
killed  by  the  atomic  bomb 
dropped  on  Hiroshima.  A solitary 
building  left  standing  after  the 
blast,  now  a memorial  called  the 
Atomic  Bomb  Dome,  symbolizes 
the  horrors  of  war  and  the  price 
of  peace.

An  earthquake  kills  51  people 
on  the  resort-studded  Pacific 
coast  of  Mexico.  The  quake 
measures  7.5  on  the  Richter 
scale  and  is  felt  330  miles  away 
in  Mexico  City. 


Hurricane  Marilyn  inflicts  millions  of  dollars  of 
damage  in  the  Virgin  Islands  in  September.  Winds 
up  to  127  miles  per  hour  severely  damage  half  the 
homes  on  St.  Thomas. 


In  November,  the  Republic  of 
Ireland  narrowly  passes  a 
referendum  calling  for  an  end 
to  the  country’s  1937 
constitutional  ban  on  divorce. 


While  competing  in  an 
international  balloon  race  in 
September,  two  hot  air 
balloonists,  one  English  and 
one  American,  are  shot  down 
when  their  balloon  floats  off 
course  over  Belarus.  The 
Belarussian  army  sees  the 
balloon  as  a security  threat  and 
fires  without  warning.  The 
balloonists  fall  to  their  death. 


More  than  four  years  after

The  ensuing  Paris  peace 
agreement  of  December  sends  60,000  NATO  peacekeeping  troops  to 
the  war-torn  country.

The  accident, 
allegedly  caused  by  a poorly 
timed  stoplight  placed  too  near 
the  tracks,  kills  7 students  and 
injures  28  on  October  25. 


American  women  celebrate  the 
75th  anniversary  of  the  19th 
amendment  to  the  U.S. 
Constitution,  which  granted 
women  the  right  to  vote. 
Women’s  suffrage  leader  Susan 
B.  Anthony  (1820-1906)  first

Walking 
upright  is  a key  adaptation  that 
separates  humans  from  apes. 


In  a procedure  known  as  tissue 
engineering,  scientists  grow  a 
human  ear  under  the  skin  of  a 
laboratory  mouse.
